The 
committee recommend the appointment of a State 
Central Committee, to consist of one member from 
each county, and in eaunties having more than one 
Senator, such counties shall be entitled to ■■ 11 ailrlf. 
tional member of said committee for each Senato­ 
rial district therein. The members of the commit­ 
tee to be appointed by the delegates fiotn the 
respective counties. In the city and county of San 
Francisco the delegated of cac.o Senatorial district 
shall meet snd select two members lo serve on said 
committee of lifieen members appointed by the 
Chairman of the Convention. 


FIXING THE REPORT. 
Mr. Anderson moved lo adopt that part of the re­ 
port relative to permanent officers. Adopted. 
Mr. Parks, of V uba, objected to the clause as to 
making a Centra! Committee, aud moved to amend 
that each county have one member, and that such 
committee select an Executive Committee of liitecn. 
Mr. Gaskill concurred generally with Mr. Parks, 
but thought the Central Committee should consist 
of one member from each Senatorial district; hut 
that committee ought to have the sole power to 
select the Executive Committee to conduct the cum- 
paign. 
ft was an act of mere justice to the General 
Committee to give it that power. Such has been 
the vUst n¡ of Republican Conventions. 
He did not 
believe the Chair wished to exercise the power of 
naming the Executive Committee. He moved to 
amend so as to adopt the first part of the section as 
to the choice of a Central Committee. 
Mr. Parks did not wish to he undiretood as ex­ 
pressing any want of confidence in the Chair. He 
wished each county’ to have a representative, and 
they to choose the Executive Committee, He ob­ 
jected to there being a member for each Senator, 
am! to two for each San rranciseo Senatorial dis­ 
trict. He wanted the State to be represented. 
Mr. Neison wshed the whole Stite to he fairly 
represented on the committee. 
Mr. Creen, of Sacramento, thought the report 
covered the case, and moved to adopt the report as 
it was. 
Mr. Gaskill withdrew hi3 amendment. 
Mr. Parks modified his motion so as to amend that 
the Central Committee shall select the Executive 
Committee. 
ADOPTED IN PART. 
The Ci nvention adopted so much of the report as 
provided for constituting the General Committee. 
The question was then on Mr. Parks' amendment. 
Mr Chute said the report was in accordance with 
the custom of the party. It was hut justice to the 
Chair to let it appoint the Executive Committee. 
Mr. Pixley—You say that your observation is that 
all our Conventions allow the Chair to so appoint ? 
Mr. Chute — I state 'ta s a fact. 
Mr. Pixley—I was*1ie Chairman of the Stite Con­ 
ven! ion three yearsago, and you and your friends 
by vote deprived me of that privilege. IGreat ap­ 
plause. ] 
Air Chute rc|ilie<| ‘hat Mr. Cornwall on that occa­ 
sion did so o*ove, >>n the ground that the Conven­ 
tion had no confidefoft in the Chairman. [Laughter.] 
A pharp set-to of »vords between Air. Chute and 
Mr. Pixley followed; 
Air Parks said ho was the one that moved to over­ 
rule Air. Pixley three years ago. 
He made the mo­ 
tion then as now, no , for want of confidence in the 
Chair, but because he thought then as now that 
the State should! «elect by its rcpr.seotativcs 
the 
Executive Committee. 
He 
thought 
the 
Executive Commute»* should be selected from with­ 
out tl.C'iuemt’urship of the General Committee. 
Mr. Cornwall, < 1 asm Francisco, thought the com­ 
mittee should be lafcrclv selected from S '" Fran­ 
cisco, from the f »ct that they should be in S-.n 
Francisco most of th s time for the next two or three 
months or during the campaign. 
It is not because 
we wish to deprive any portiou of the State of its 
representation, but to make the committee more 
efficient. The man nominated for Governor should 
be surrounded uft i those with whom he is ac­ 
quainted and in wnsxn h ^ has confidence. 
THE DEBATE CONTINUES 
Air. Sear?, of Maff i, said he did not believe the 
Chair desired to select the Executive Committee. 
He believed the Chjfeir favored popnl ir government. 
(Applause). 
He wifthed the minority to have repre­ 
sentation. 
Let th# members of the Central Com 
mittee select the Executive Committee. As the ma­ 
jority of the committee reside in and «bout San 
Francisco the Executive Committee will of course 
reside in that vicinity. Talk of the nominee for 
Governor having a voice in the selection of the com­ 
mittee ; let him go into the field and lea l to victory, 
and not remain in San Francisco working with the 
committee. L-t every Republican in the State be 
represented on that committee by popular choice. 
I Applause, j 
Air. Gaskill, of Alameda, said that upon the wis­ 
dom of tliia Convention depends the success of the 
part}'. 
It has been stated that a member of the 
Executive Committee ought to be a citizen of Sin 
Francico or adjoining counties. Every step and every 
movement in this Convention ought to be taken so 
as to me» t with the hearty approval of the Repub­ 
lican party throughout the State. I think it best 
that the State Central Committee should appoint the 
Executive Committee. 
The question was called on Air. Parka5 motion, 
and, on call f >r a div sion, Mr. J. AfcM. Shafter, of 
Mai in, gained the floor. 
He said a committee 
chosen from San Francisco and its vicinity repre­ 
sents, perforce, San Francisco interests and views, 
and will not and has not in the past represented 
other interests fully.

THE VOTE.

[Great applause.] The report as amended was then 
adopted.

To the President and members of the Republican 
State Convention of California : We, your Commit­ 
tee on Platform and Resolutions, do hereby respect­ 
fully subnrt the following: 
The Republicans of Cuifornia in State Convention 
assembled, do announce »nd declare : 
First—We reaffirm our adherence to the principles 
of the Republican party as embodied in its history. 
Second We lament die death of our late Presi 
dent, Jamea A. Garfield. 
His lofty patriotism and 
heroic character endeared him to the people. His 
memory will be fondly and forever cherished by his 
countrymen. 
Tbird—Wc affirm tho platform of the Xation&l 
Republican party as declared at Chicago in 1880. 
We have faith m the wisdom of the present Ad­ 
ministration, and confidence that it will result in 
honor and additional laurels to our party and its 


liws, providing for the suspension of all unnecessary 
bus:ness on th -t day. 
Sixth Corporations are creatures of law and sub­ 
ject to law, and a!l :e al means should be taken to 
render it impossible for aggregations of capital to be­ 
come oppressive.

secure that result—the basis being: cost of ser­ 
vice with reasonable allowance for interest and re 
pairs as above indicated, instead of the mercenary 
exaction of ‘ ail the traffic will bear.”

The author of tho above resolution, in reply to 
gome objections from Mr. Oiskill, eloquently ad­ 
vocated its adoption, anti at the conclusion uf his 
remarks it Was accepted by the Convention with 
scarce a dissenting voice.

If the Democratic party was right in nom­ 
inating that boastful demagogue Stoneman for Gov­ 
ernor because, and only because, he was opposed to 
railroads, then this Convention would do wrong un­ 
less it indorsed Stoneman and supported the whole 
Democratic ticket and platform. The adopt! n of 
the resolution* would also be unwise, because it 
would be wantonly antagonizing the railroiui com­ 
pany, and in so doing the Republican party would 
lose much and gaiu nothing. It would not attract 
to its 84 ndard oue single man who was actuated by 
the anti-railroad fever. Ail such men were training 
under the banner of their adversaries, a:.d could 
nrt be coquetted with or caught with the sweet mo­ 
lasses attempted to be injected into the Republican 
platform. The speaker w ent on to say that the reso­ 
lutions were untrue, that they placed the Republicnn 
party in a ial3e position, that these were questions 
for the Railroad Commissioners, and not bar the 
Convention. The Railroad Commission had been 
endowed by the new Constitution with powers— 
legislative, executive and judicial—gre.ter than the 
Cztr of Russia ever dared to execute; powers en­ 
abling it to absolutel}' confiscate reilroad property. 
It it were right to pledge a judicial officer, such as 
a Railroad CommisEfloncr, it would a'so bo right to 
pledge the nominees of the Supreme Judges to de­ 
cide the Sunday law question, in the manner in 
which Mr. Wiili ms, of Los Angele?, desired it to be 
decided. 
The speaker next

He al.o 
drew a graphic picture of how Los Angeles county, 
not long since the banner anti rai'road county of 
the State, had been buii't up and benefited by tho 
railroad, and how sentiments on that question bad 
undergone such a change there as they previously 
bar1 in Sacramento. 
Ho concluded ns follows: At 
one time in this city, tbe railroad company was 
spending tens of thousands of dollars and giving 
employment to thousands of men in filling up the 
una'ghtly elough, and the Mayor of tiffs eity, en­ 
gineered and assisted by able and eloquent men, 
attempted to enjoin the railroad company from fill­ 
ing in that slouch, and did stop them from so doing, 
and to day there isn’t a man, woman or child in the 
city of Sacramento but what blesses the railroad 
company for filling up that slough and erecting 
their beautiful depot there 
There w’as a time in 
the history of the city of Sacramento, under the 
leadership of men as able as my friend from Amador, 
a? able as the Chairman of the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions, when it was foremost agaiust the railroad 
company, and to-day I am inclined to believe 
that the voice of the people of Sacramento is the 
other way, and I commend to your consideration 
here, is it wise to pass these resolutions and wanton­ 
ly attack a set of men who have doue more for this 
State than any other s^t of men that ever lived in 
it? Ta it wise to adopt a resolution whiah attacks 
people and systems of which we know nothing? 
Four hundred and fifty-six delegates here, and not 
three of them can tell what a railroad contract is. 
Is it proper to do it? is it necessary? Don’t be 
frightened at a shadow. In the early morning when 
the suu is just c imbing up the sky, we look abroad 
and we see thing? in the shadow ami the shade, and 
they become fea»ful in s z \ and we are frightened 
at our shacovv ; but after the sun rises and Sweeps 
aw ay the shadows and mists, all becomes clear to us, 
ami we see things as they are. So now, popular 
feeling and the clamor of office seekers may obscure 
the sky, but when the clear light of truth and ex­ 
perience shall shine on this matter, we will agree 
that it is unwi?e, improper and unnecessary to have 
such resolutions. 
Mr. Knight, of San Francisco, followed in a brief 
speech, indorsing the resolutions as framed by the 
committ e. and claiming that they contained no 
unjust attacks on the railroad company. 
Air. Ad*ros, a member of the Committee on Plat­ 
form and Resolutions, next spoke 
He claimed that 
the resolutions contained nothing unjust to the 
railroaJs, merely declaring as they did against un­ 
just discriminations in fares and freights, and de­ 
nouncing A íe oppressive contract system which had 
been put Ii operation by the railroad company The 
?]>oaker de ended tbe right of merchants to ship by 
whfcbevt# route th y pleased, aud censured the 
railroads far abridging their free exercise of that 
privilege. He spoke of the grants of land and gifts 
money whfah bad been made to the railroad, an.i 
asserted tf at the railroad com; any was powerful 
euough to nrotect itself, but that the pec pie needed 
the protection of laws restraining the railroad com­ 
pany in ia abuse of power. 
Mr. McRirland, of Sacramento, oppo ed the reso- 
lations anI said that in adopting: then, the Republi­ 
can party Would be taking a wide departure from 
its formerHistory and principles. The course of the 
Republicat party had ever been as direct as that of 
a hound af er a hare, but it seemed that the Demo- 
erati; part; had the skill to make it furget ail of the 
pari, to iota hold of its good character, to go >ns 
year nfier another into the Democratic bv^mvard

There were 
business men in th-s Convention, bankers, farmers 
and mereh mts, and he appealed to them to say if

There was no eound 
business man in the world who would invest his cap­ 
ital in such a one-sidei enterprise as that. 
He con­ 
cluded as follows: I tell you that the Republican 
party never did win, and never can win, upon n 
fraud. When you e» me to demagogism and try 
to foul people, thev a ill beat ycu and give you j»oints 
in the game. 
You have got to stand upon 
the doctrine of ju tice and right. The moment you 
get out of that you are gone, because when you 
come to stealing cards thev wiil heat you. [Cries 
of “ question.”] I belong to this Republican party 
since I entered under its banner over twenty years, 
and some of you have not; and I have never de­ 
serted, and some of you have ; and I am going to 
talk here till I get through. 
Now, I say that this 
platform upon the railroad question is simply ab­ 
surd and ridiculous. I say it is monstrous. 
I say 
it is foolish, and I want the gentlemen to seriously 
think about and read that I latform ; and I ask if 
the sixth subdivisión and tne first part of the sev­

don’t include everything we are calied 
nj*>n to say on that question. Now, so far as popu­ 
larity is c**nc. med, stop a moment and see whore 
you arc going to get it. Do you suppose you can 
steal away from Stoneman his vote? He has got 
that uni you can’t get one. And you have got to 
get the reasonable men of the country 
You have 
got to appeal to men who believe iu protecting their 
property, and if you don’t protect the property of 
others the time will come when no man will protect 
yours. This p’atfornt contains in it the essence of 
communism, and if you follow it out the farmers 
out here with a few thousand acres in ten or twenty 
ye.re won’t have one half, and the man with 
merchandise 
will 
be 
cut 
off 
to 
two 
or 
three pair of boots, and tho poor man won’t be 
allowed a cow, because the t nodple will go ta tbe 
destruction of property itse'f. Now’ I don’t want t<» 
stand here to de'end the railroad company. I don’t 
believe that these charges are anything more than 
just what come from demagogue?, 
i have had a 
chance to see these matters investigated, and I have 
never seen them commit a wrong. 
I don’t believe 
this day that any cipitalist can be found in America 
who, if this railroad were to be built, without diit 
dug out, or tunnel rounded or track laid—Í don’t 
bolieve you would fiod a capitalist who would put 
money into that road and build it and would charge 
any leas than what is charged to-day for freights 
and fares. I don’t believe you cnuld show other­ 
wise. Now, gentlemen, a« a simple matter of policy 
I ask you to see where your votes are coming from, 
and I d .n’t believe that by any species of dema­ 
gogism like this you could do anything to strengthen 
the Republican party. 
-Mr. Chamberlain, of Humboldt, advocated tbe 
postage »>f the resolutions, and dcclatcd that while 
hed d not wish to see the railroad company cinched 
or unfairly dealt with, he believed that it nu?ht to 
be restricted in the exercise of its greet power. 
He 
was surprised at the position taken by Judge Mc­ 
Farland in comparing railroad corporations to pri­ 
vate individual*, and rjucinded him of the decision 
of the United .States bupreme Court in the elevator 
casas, wherein it was declared that the right of 
eminent domain and all other powire and privileges 
vested in railroad corporations shall he used for the 
public welfare. 
Mr fchafter, of Marin, called the attention of the 
Co- vention to the loose construction of a clause iu

The platform adopted by the Ilepublican 
State Convention yesterday contains some 
good and Bound p anka, but it is so weighted 
down with unjust, irrational aud impracti­ 
cable anti-railroad propositions as to con­ 
stitute rather a monument of blind ignor­ 
ance, malice and injustice, than of the in­ 
telligence and equity of the body which 
framed it. 
There is a fair Sunday law 
resolution, and there is a resolution in favor 
of < '¡vil Service reform, though, curiously 
enough, that subject is not expressly men­ 
tioned. 
The bulk of the platform, how. 
ever, is taken up with a aeries of anti­ 
railroad resolutions, aud in them every 
principle of equity, every mcra! considera­ 
tion, every consideration of the rights of 
the citizen, is shamelessly trampled upon, 
ignored aud repudiated. 
The Convention, 
with faluous inconsistency, begins by de­ 
c la rin g th a t railroad companies, the same 
“ as individuals, should be dealt with in 
“ fairness and without injustice 
aud it 
then proceeds to pledge its nominees for 
the Railroad Commission to a series of 
propositions which involve the utter deg­ 
radation of their judicial functions, and 
which contravene the provisions of the 
organic law at every step. 
The Constitu­ 
tion has defined the duties of the Railroad 
ommissioners, and has required them to 
-proceed only upon careful aud thorough in­ 
vestigation. The Convention, coolly ig- 
Inoring the Constitution, demands that they 
shall proceed to “ regulate” fares and 
freights in the absence of the necessary 
knowledge, and this body of so called 
representative men has no more sense than 
to believe that honorable and self-respect­ 
ing men can be got to accept such infamous 
and disgraceful pledges. 
The proposition looking to the regula- 
lation of the railroads evinces an ignorance 
of the science of transportation which even 
Tom Fowler might envy. 
The Commis­ 
sioners are to be pledged to fix the tariff 
of charges upon the basis of “ cost of 
“ service 
with 
reasonable 
allowance 
“ for interest and repairs as above indi- 
“ cated, instead of the mercenary exaction 
“ of ‘all the traffic will bear.’” This 
is a proposition to abolish classification 
in freight rates, and we do not hesitate to 
asBert that it is a thoroughly imbecile 
proposition, and whelly against the public 
interest. 
The classification of freight is 
absolutely essential to the full develop, 
ment of the transportation business, from 
the standpoint of public interest. 
It is a 
system under and through which railroads 
are enabled to carry low priced goodB at 
almost 
infinitesimal 
rates. 
It is only 
because it is possible to charge a high 
maximum upon costly goods that rail­ 
roads can carry corn and wheat and wood 
and coal and lumber, and low class freight 
generally, at minimum rates. 
If classifica­ 
tion was put an end to ; if the cost of 
service 
was 
made the 
standard 
of 
freight charges, no railroad would any 
longer be able to carry low-priced freights 
long distances at minimum rates. 
The ap­ 
plication of the Convention’s stupid theory 
would have the effect of diminishing the 
usefulness of every railroad in the State by 
compelling them to charge such rates for 
low-class freight as would be prohibitory ; 
and as low-class freight forms the bulk of 
the aggregate freightage carried, the pro­ 
ducer would be the first to be injured by 
the change. 
The ninth plank in the platform, which 
is a delirious and preposterous piece of in­ 
vective against the railroad contract sys­ 
tem, is in the same general line. 
Whoever 
drafted it did not know what he was writ­ 
ing about. 
The denunciation if the con­ 
tract system is simply silly. 
The state­ 
ments made concerning it are simply false. 
The talk about “ enslaving the commerce 
“ and trade of the whole coast ” is unmiti­ 
gated nonsense. 
The truth of the matter 
is that the coutract system is ne tner more 
than an application of well-estab- 
£AoU du>i familiar Ku.inaRR principles, 
whi^h every merchant practices in his own 
liner-^ohody is obliged to make a con­ 
tract. 
rftA(¿y does -jo unless they see 
that it will be tü"tke¡r advantage, _AI1 
who have done so have i>S6,n benefited by 
it. 
And ths only opposition to the method 
has come from certain merchants who, by 
their own confession, resented conditions 
which were intended to secure their faith­ 
ful performance of their obligatious. 
The 
Convention pledges itself to “ prohibit the 
“ making of such contracts 'ey proper 
“ legislation, to the extent, if neceseary, of 
“ making the same a public offense.” In 
saying this the Convention has written 
itself down an ass. 
No such action can 
be had. 
Or if a Legislature were found 
sufficiently thick-headed to pass such a 
law, it would at once be declared unconsti­ 
tutional by the Courts. 
W e are ashamed to find a Republican 
Convention thus exposing its foliy and 
shortsightedness, and basely stooping to 
the lowest tricks of the demagogue in or­ 
der to surpass the Democrats in favoring 
the confiscation of 
corporate property. 
W e are still more asham ed to see th at such 
able aud convincing expositions of the 
iniquity and wrong of these anti-railroad 
planks, as were made on the floor of the 
Convention yesterday by M cShafter, Jo h n ­ 
son, M cFarland, Pixley and others, had 
absolutely no effect in persuading the m a­ 
jority th at th ey were about to commit a 
great blunder. 
W hen the Convention de­ 
clared th at 
“ The people should be pro- 
“ tected by law from any abuse or unjust 
“ exactions. U njust discrim inations against 
“ individuals or localities should be pro- 
“ hibited. 
Equal service upon equal term s 
“ to all persons should be enforced” —it 
covered the whole ground, 
To see th at 
these ends are attained is the special 
function of the Railroad Commissioners, 
and if proper persons wore nom inated for 
th at office the rights and interesta of the 
public would be sufficiently protected. 
But by exacting the m ost wild and mon­ 
strous pledges from candidates whose func­ 
tions are in a large p art judicial, the Con­ 
vention has invited demagogues to come 
forward in candidature for these positions, 
and has in effect declared th a t it will only 
give the nom inations to such ail’are willing 
to promise in advance to decide causes 
in a particular manner.

Much interest has of late been created 
in England by what is called the “ will- 
“ *Bg ” game. 
A number of persons being 
assembled in a room, one of them is sent 
out. 
The rest then agree upon something 
which the absent person shall do, or say, 
or pick up, when ho returns. 
When he is 
called back all the others think simultane­ 
ously of the thing agreed upou, and it is 
said that in some uuexplained way this 
general concentration of mind upon the 
subject often so enlightens the person that 
he is enabled to fulfill the condition agreed 
upon. 
In a recent issue of the Nineteenth 
Century a paper appeared on this subject, 
and some very curious illustrations were 
given of the successes which had been 
achieved. 
In the last issue of the same 
publication Professor Donkin answers this 
paper, and undertakes to pooh-pooh all 
suggestions of “ micd-rc-ading ” by giving 
as the natural explanation of the business, 
muscle and face reading. 
He says also : 
“ It may be taken as proved that the ex- 
“ plsnation of muscular indication amply 
“ covers all cases where, as in the well- 
“ known drawing-room game of ‘Willing,’ 
“ there is actual contact between the 
“ person 
who guides and the person 
“ guided.” 
Now 
we are 
obliged to 
say that this is nonsense. 
It is an 
explanation which does not explain. 
It 
presupposes a capacity to interpret “ mus- 
“ cular indications,” which nobody actu­ 
ally possesses. 
Mr. Donkin farther sug­ 
gests that “ the same explanation would 
“ apply to cases where the person who is 
“ ‘w illed'to fiad something hidden dur- 
“ ing his or her absence is in no contact 
“ with any of the ‘ willing ' party, but who 
“ afterward succeeds in discovering the 
“ object by studying the unconscious indi- 
“ cations given by the faces of the ex- 
“ pectant circle.” This is also nonsensical. 
We do not believe that one person in a 
hundred thousand has the ability to derive 
any information from the faces of others, 
especially when those others are carefully 
concealing their thoughts. 
The suggestion 
of “ muscle-reading” is in no respect an 
easier way out of the difficulty than that 
of mind-rcading, and it is in every respect 
as unscientific. 
If Mr. Donkin, as the 
representative of rigid scientific methods, 
cannot do better than he has done iu the 
way of explanation, most people will pre­ 
fer to retain their belief in the possibility 
of mind-reading. 
For it is certainly a- 
e»sy to conceive the probability of as 
muscle-reading, aul, moreover, it seems to 
indicate a higher faculty. 


GBEECE AND TURKEY. 


Greece has at last got into a state of 
war with Turkey. 
The modus operandi 
is at present involved in a great deal of 
obscurity, but it seems clear that the dffi- 
culty grows out of a frontier dispute. 
Reports differ as to which began the con­ 
flict, but it ia plain that if both are iu a 
fighting h u m o r the opportunity is good to 
settle tLeir longstanding 
quarrel. 
Of 
coarse Turkey has neither forgotten nor 
forgiven the cowardly truculence of Greece 
during the war with Russia. 
At that time 
Greece seized the opportunity of Turkish 
embarrassment to threaten and try to bully 
her, and when the Greek people were con­ 
vinced that the Porte could not spare any 
troops to fight them, they became wonder­ 
fully aggressive and fierce, aud wanted to 
be let loose oa the “ unspeakable Turk" 
forthwith. Turkey has never yet been in 
a position to testify her appreciation of the 
Grecian conduct at this crisis of her fate, 
but she might divert her Egyptian con­ 
tingent to Albania, 
and 
thus 
afford 
her neighbors all the fighting they want. 
We doubt whether the Grecian troops are 
a match for the Turkish. 
Certainly they 
were not formerly, and the Turks kept up 
their old reputation as valiant soldiers 
wonderfully well in their desperate strug­ 
gle against Russia. 
We confess that we 
should rather eDjoy seeing the Grecian 
bombast put down, even though it be im­ 
possible to approve of the Turkish theory 
of civilization.

The action of tlu Convention in refusing to make 
any reference to th i “ debris question” lias not won 
favor from either side to this controversy. 
The proposed “ focal option'' plank failed to re­ 
ceive any rem ignitk* at the hands of the Committee 
on Ihatform, and was not bromrht before the Con. 
vention. The loixl optionists who so boldly de­ 
clared for a local option plank or an independent 
ticket will now Jave an 
opportunity to show 
whether their ‘ u ltim átu m ''was an ernoty threat 
ft is ti:e prevailing opiniou th-.t they will not make 
independent nom iiations. 
They declare that they 
did not wish the Convention to declare on the tem ­ 
perance question, but did desire it to favor a la.» of 
which communities th at desire could avail to make 
effective, in localities so voting, Ihe privilege yiven 
by the Coneti ution to enforce local prohibition as 
to the sale of liquors. 
The Blake men were in high feather last night 
and felt certain of nominating their man when the 
roll shall be called. Toe Estee men are equailv as 
confident of success, and the .Shatter aud the Kuss 
supporters claim a goodly vote for their candidates 
at the outset. The Estee men at m idnight counted 
np 256, the Blake men 239 votes, and Shatter and 
Russ each had 40. 
That these figures aggregate 
more votes than are in the Convention is not the 
fauit of the reporters. 
Judge Blake set out tor all who called at his par.

a n d S t a l e —The famous Leipsic 
physician, Professor Reclam, in a late 
number of the Ocsundheit, has ventured to 
say a word on behalf of newly-baked 
bread. 
The majority of old people, dys­ 
peptics and hypochondriacs, he observes, 
say that they can only eat stale bread ; 
they find new bread too indigestible. 
The 
virtue, he tells them, is not in the staleness 
of the bread, but in the care and thorough­ 
ness with which they are compelled to 
masticate it, on account of its hardness. 
The tongue not only deceives the human 
race in speaking, says the learned physi­ 
cian ; it is a great deceiver in eating, "As 
soon as the tongue perceives that any mor­ 
sel in our mouth is soft and j ielding, we 
are persuaded that it may be safely swal­ 
lowed. 
No time or labor is spent upon its 
mastication. 
Hence so many people de­ 
clare that sanrkraut, soft cakes, pate de 
Joie gras, eel and other favorite deli­ 
cacies of the Teuton, 
do not agree 
with them. 
The professor declares that 
none of these are actually indigestible 
themselves. 
As with new bread, it is the 
ease with which they 
are swallowed 
which makes them indigestible. Stale 
bread 
and 
hard 
biscuit, 
on 
the 
other hand, are not of themselves inher­ 
ently so very digestible ; bnt they give the 
eater so much trouble to soften them that 
they are not swallowed until they have 
been reduced into a fit condition for that 
process. 
Hence the stomach has not the 
trouble with them which it almost in­ 
variably has with the softer and more deli­ 
cate food which has never received more 
than two or three turns with the teeth. 
Rapid eating and insufficient chewing are 
the two worst foes of the majority of dys­ 
peptics and hypochondriacs, says onr au­ 
thority, and he advises such persons to 
transfer to their own carelessness and idle­ 
ness nine-tenths of the blame which they 
are in the habit of laying upon their food 
or upon their cooks.—[London Globe.

and plums have suffered in some localities. 
The exp-irta of wheat frm Walla Walla 
valley will not be bj great in proportion as 
last year, as a larger quantity will be needed 
for seeding new ground taken up this year. 
The best estimates make the am >unt for ex­ 
port, 75 000 tons for Walla Walla, and 210,­ 
000 for Willamette valley. 
Forest (ires are raging in all directions 
about Portland, and a dense Bmoke covers 
the city. There has been no rain for four 
weeks, ar.d the timber is very dry. Rev ral 
farm-h juses and thousands of cards of wood 
have been destroyed. The loss is roughly 
estimated at §20 000. There has been no 
ljss of life or st'ck. 
Henry K-rnay, aged 54, one of the early 
pioneers of Yamhill county, was killed two 
days ago by being thrown from a wagon. 
W. C. Kiley, car inspector on the West 
Side narrow-gauge road at Sheridan, while 
working under the wheels this morning, was 
caught by an unexpected move of the train, 
and received injuries about the chest and 
Bhonlders which will probably prove fatal, 
■lend C rushed by a R ork. 
P ortland (Or.), August 31st.—David, 
Simmons, chainman of an engineering party, 
was killed Snnday at tunnel No. 0 by a stone 
falling from the top of the tunnel and crash­ 
ing his head. 


THB GARDEN OF ED£N. 
The locality pointed to by the descrip­ 
tion in Genesis of the Garden of Eden has 
been the subject of much learned investi­ 
gation, the result of which is thus summa­ 
rized by the Rev. W. A Wright, Librarian 
of Trinity College, Cambridge, in Smith’s 
“ Dictionary of the Bible : ” “ Theory after 
theory has been advanced with no lack of 
confidence, but none has been found which 
satisfies the required conditions.” Still, 
the attention which has been directed to 
the question has elicited seme interesting 
facte. According to the Vishnu Purana, 
the mythical mountain, Meru, located by 
the Hindoos in the center of seven conti­ 
nents, and supposed to uphold a vast city, 
is watered by the Ganges, which has its 
origin from tho foot of Vishnu, and 
which thence is divided into the 
four rivers—the Obey of Siberia, the Ho- 
angho of China, the Alakananda (a main 
branch of the Ganges), and the Oxus. The 
Chinese preserve a tradition of enchanted 
gardens, which they locate in a chain of 
mountains further north than the Hima­ 
layas. The fountain of immortality which 
is supposed to W3ter these gardens is said 
to be divided into fonr streams. The Per­ 
sians and the Arabs have some kindred 
traditions. 
A Babylonian cylinder, to 
which Mr. G. Smith has assigned a date 
prior to B. C. 1600, has a representation (a 
drawing of which is given in the “ Chal­ 
dean Account of Genesis ”) of a man and 
woman standing on each side of a seven- 
branched tree, holding out their hands 
to gather the fruit. Beside the wo­ 
man a serpent is represented stand­ 
ing upright on its tail. 
A similar 
scene, 
with a fourth figure with 
horns and hoofs, standing behind the serp­ 
ent, is represented on another Babylonian 
cylinder, figured in Mr. Ferguaun’s “ Tree 
and Serpent Worship,” to “which a date 
about 600 B. C. is assigned. Mr. Smith, 
after studying the fragments of ancient 
records recently discovered on tabletB and 
cylinders, says : “ The principal Baby- 
Ionian story of tho Creation substantially 
agrees, as far as it is preserved, with the 
Biblical account. It is probable that some 
of these Babylonian legends contained de­ 
tailed descriptions of the Garden of Eden, 
which was most likely the district of 
Karduniyas, as Sir Henry Rawlinson 
believes. 
There are coincidences in re­ 
spect to the geography of the region 
and its name which render the identifica­ 
tion very probable ; the four rivers in each 
case—two, the Euphrates and Tigres, cer­ 
tainly identical; the known fertility of the 
region; its name, sometimes Gan-dunu, so 
similar to Gan eden (the Garden of Eden), 
and other considerations—all tend toward 
the view that it Í3 the Paradise of Genesis.” 
Whether this conclusion be accepted or 
not, it is clear that the tradition recorded 
in Genesis (however it is to be interpreted) 
had a very early origin, and became widely 
diffused in divergent forma among various 
nations.—[Sunday Magazine.

An A ddress to the M ormons. 
Salt L ake, August 31st.—The following 
extracts were taken from an address to the 
letter Day Saints, signed by John Taylor, 
George Q. Cannon and Joe F. Smith, pub­ 
lished in the Church organ this evening : 
There have been many times in our past history 
when great exigencies have arisen, and it is the im­ 
perative duty of the First Presidency- of the Church 
of Jcsua Christ of Latter Day Saints to give plain 
and pointed counsel to the peop'e over whom, in 
the providence of God, they have been called to 
nreside. A condition of affairs exists at the present 
time which makes it eminently proper that we, as 
the First Presidency of the Church, should address 
you this epistle. The Edmunds law, designed for 
the repression and destruction of a portion of your 
religion, 
by 
disfranchising all persons in 
the Territory, or other places over which 
the United States have exclushe jurisdiction, 
who had adopted, in obedience to the requirements 
of th. ir religion, the principle of celestial marriage, 
became the law of the land on March 22, 1882. As 
the law required, five Commissioners, selected by 
the i’reMideiit and confirmed bv the Senate, were 
sent to this Territory to enforco its provisions. As 
a Church we have repeatedly testified in the most 
solemn manner that the institution of marriage, 
which this law is aimed at, has been revealed to us 
by the Almighiv, and that it is a part of our relig­ 
ion ; that it is interwoven with our dearest aud 
holiest hopes connected with eternity, and that not 
from any lu3tful motives, but because we believe 
that we Bhould incur the eternal displeasure of cur 
Heavenly Father if we did not comply with its re­ 
quirements, we have espoused this doctrine. 
It has been argued by those who are ig­ 
norant of the true nature of this doc­ 
trine, and how inseperably connected it is 
with all our hopes of eternal happiness in that 
world beyond the tomb, that t hi4 is not a part of 
our religiou : that this system of marriage is not re 
ligion; that it is an immoral and odious practice 
that is shocking to the religious sense of the nation 
and to the civilization of our age, aud that legislation 
f ram ad for its repression and extirpation shou’d be 
enacted. The Federal Legislature has therefore 
passed this Act, and the Federal Executive has af­ 
fixed to it his siguature. In regard to our religion 
or our eternal covenants, we have no compromise to 
make nor principles to barter away. They emanate 
from God, and are foundecT upou the rook of eternal 
ages. They will exist when empires, powers and 
nations shall erumble and decay, and with the help 
of the Almighty wo will guard sacredly our cove­ 
nants, and maintain our interosts, and be true to 
our God while time exists and eternity endures. 
Let us guard w ell our franchise, and in one unbroken 
phalanx maintain and sustain our political status, 
and as patriots and freemen oj»erate together in de­ 
fense of what few liberties are left to us in the de­ 
fense of the Constitution and in the defense of the 
inalienable rights of man, which rights always ex­ 
id, and are above and before ail Constitutions, and 
thus to perpetuate to posterity the inestimable 
blessings of freedom, including the right to live, the 
right to be free, and the right to pursue happiness 
udmolested bj’ any influence, i>oweror combination. 
ARIZONA. 
Tlie In d ian T rouble. 
T ucson, August 31st.—The Star's advices 
from Tuba-?, A. T., to-day, say : The follow­ 
ing are the facts in regard to the Indian 
troubles in this section : A band, supposed 
to be Ju*s, numbering about 200, has been 
opsratiug in Sonora for about two months, 
and about the last of the week met the Mexi­ 
can troops at San Antonio Pass and whipped 
them. They then camped near onr line, and 
divided up into three or four hands, each tak­ 
ing a different direction. Oae band struck the 
upper Santa Cruz near Lxvéria, crossed the 
Patagonias to the Santa Cruz road, strikirg a 
point two or three miles ab >ve Chatro Mar­ 
tinez’s. Here they are said to have killed 
three prospectors. They then crossed the 
San Juan mountains and struck the Mag­ 
dalina road abcut threo miles above the Cus­ 
tom house at Frontenizj, and when last setn 
were making for the Ponchos de Plata. 
Tombstonb advicpa say that William John­ 
son, a cattle man tat-r the head of the Sonora 
river, was killed by the A pachos in Sonora, 
near the Custom-house, ou the line. Four 
Americans and one Mexican were killed last 
Sunday, near Bacauncbi. 
The Mexican 
troop* are in close pursuit of the Indians in 
that section,

BRITISH COLIMRIA. 
D eterm ined A ttem nt to K ill H im self. 
V¡GTOKIA, August 30th. Last night, about 
10:30 o’clock, Captain Lambie, of the British 
bark Albany, lately arrived from New York, 
aud now loading salmon for L-ndon, while 
laboring under tsmporary insanity, attempted 
to cut bis throat with a blunt knife in the 
cabin of his vessel. He only succeeded, how­ 
ever, in inflicting a slight gash, the knife 
being too dull. He then seized a pistol, and 
placing it to his rigbt temple fired, the bullet 
entering about half an inch. The weapon 
must have been a very small one, or it would 
have killed the unfortunate man instantly. 
Not content with this, he placed the pistol 
against his head a second time and discharged 
the weapon, the ball lodging in the side of 
his bead just above the ear. This second 
shot had no effect in disabling him, for Cap­ 
tain Lambie proceeded np town and walked 
into a saloon, where he met Captain Stephens, 
of the bark Girvan. After conversing a while. 
Captain Lambie eaid, “ I have shot myself.” 
“ I don’t believe ir,” replied Captain Ste­ 
phens. The wounded man raised his hat and 
showod Captain Stephens the wounds in his 
temple made by the bullets, but Captain 
Stephens was still doubtful, and eaid, “ You 
must have fallen and hurt yourself.” Cap­ 
tain Lambie then went on board his vessel, 
and nothing waa known of the matter until 
this morning, when the mate of the Albany, 
noticing bicod on the Captain’s face, asked 
him what waa the matter, and was told by 
the Captain that be had ahot himself. 
Medical assistance was immediately procured. 
The medical men tiied to extract the ballets, 
which were firmly embedded in the skull, but 
without success, as the Captain by that tin e 
had recovered consciousness and violently re­ 
sisted the doctors’ efforts. He waa then re* 
moved to the Royal Hospital, where he was 
placed under the influence of chloroform and 
tbe bullets extracted. The condition of the 
man is very precarious, as the skull is fract­ 
ured in two places.
